SENATE PASSES THE BUCK 


The Borah-Johnson contingent in the Senate, 
who are contending righteously and rightly, for a 
rigid curtailment of the crazy expenditure going 
on for bgttleships and other murderous engines. 
and a gradual disarmament, have lost out in the 


matter, the Senate “passing the buck” to President 
Harding, iby adopting a resolution leaving all that 
sort of thing to his discretion. ‘This is a smooth 
way to evade the issue and still be able to say to 
their constitutents that if the President does not 
do something about it, it is not their fault. It IS 
their fault, and they are a lot of political cowards, 
or worse, (probably worse), for not acting in this 
extremely important matter at once, as common 
sense would dictate and as their constitutents de- 
sire, This means that nothing will be done about 
it at all, as Harding bas already said tnat the pres- 
ent is not the correct time to commence disarming, 
or even to call a conference with the nations to 
discuss it and come to some rational agreement 
about. He thinks this because Enghkand = and 
Japan are both building big battleships and manu- 
facturing ainplanes, cannon munition and _ hell's 
fodder. The American people are being robbed of 
hundreds of millions of dollars every month of 
their lives by this horrtble and devilish war game, 
and it ds by far the most important problem our 
government has to solve—more iinportant, even. 
than unemployment, for after a man has been 
blown into hamburger by a cannon ball it does not 
make any difference whether there is empfyment 
for him or not; he won't be there to take it. We 
hate to think evil of our Congressmen and Sena- 
tors, but there is one fact in this connection that 
will intrude itself in one’s thoughts: Quite a large 
number of them are lawyers, and in the employ, 
as such, of big corporations which build battle- 
ships, make munitions of war, cannon, powder, 
shells, uniforms, furnish food and other supplies 
to navies and armlg@, and are financially interest- 
ed in seeing militarism flourish. Query—If the 
Congressmen or Senators, as such, receives $7,500 
or $10,000 a year, and as corporation attorney re- 
ceives five or ten times that sum, whose interest 
will he work for?

We have written so much and so strongly
